Third girl involved not facing charges

Two female youths are facing charges after 
allegedly attacking and confining a staff member at 
Grimmon House in Didsbury and escaping in the 
facility’s van on July 4. 

A 15-year-old girl from Pigeon Lake and a 16-year- 
old girl from Saskatoon are both facing charges of 
robbery with a weapon, forcible confinement, assault 
with a weapon, assault causing bodily h;irm, uttering 


threats, theft of vehicle and failing to comply with a 
probation order. 

The girls were found in Calgary days after the inci¬ 
dent and remain in police custody. 

A third girl was involved in the incident but is not 
being charged, according to Didsbury RCMP Const. 
Keith Gill. 

All three girls drove in the van to Calgary and 
stopped at a gas station but when one of them went 
to the washroom the other two took off, he said. 

The girl who was left at the gas station then called 


911 and turned herself in to the Calgary Police 
Service, while the other two were on the lam for 
days. 

The lone staff member at the group home was 
attacked by three teens around 8:50 p.m. on July 
4. The staff member sustained ii\juries that weren’t 
serious in nature, according to police. 

The three girls and the staff member were the only 
ones at the group home at the time of the incident. 

The girls aren’t being named under provisions of 
the Youth Criminal Justice Act.

“But Mother Nature gave us a 
perfect day; she must have known 
we were working for a good 
cause, and the event exceeded our 
expectations," Enns said. 

In addition to the $5,300 raised in 
pledges, there was $1,500 donated 
in sponsorships by the Kin Band 
and Tara Projects and Tara Oil Field 
Services. 

“This covered event expenses for 
the day,” Enns said. 

In addition, the Poker Run netted 
a pot of $600, which was divided 
between the winner and the club, 
and the club’s share paid for its 
expenses.

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Preliminary road work underway 

Projects expcted to be completed in 2016-17

Town staff are going ahead 
with about $29,0(H) worth of 
preliminary work on several 
different roadways in town this 
summer. 

Greg Skotheim, manager of 
public works and infrastructure, 
asked council last month to ratify 
a plan that would see a closed 
circuit camera inspect sanitary 
lines on 20th Avenue from 23rd 
Street to 14th Street, 21st Street 
from 15th Avenue to 21st Avenue, 
19th Avenue from 20th Street to 
23rd Street, 15th Avenue west 
of 23rd Street and 20th Street 
from 20th Avenue to 15th Avenue, 
to determine their condition and 
viability. 

A second phase of the project 
would include a geotechnical 
review of the subsurface, testing 
and analysis. Once that work is 
completed, selection of priorities 
for construction for 2016-17 would 
be completed. Council would then 
discuss the recommendations and 
a potential construction timetable. 

Construction will include 
improvement of the road and 
sidewalks on the selected streets. 
It could also include rehabilitation

or replacement of underground 
utilities in the selected areas. 

Skotheim estimated that 
construction costs would be 
about $2 million per year. He said 
attracting business investment 
in the Shantz Crossing Business 
Park would greatly benefit the 
construction plan by allowing the 
town to fund construction. 

“A lot hinges on sales of Shantz. 
The purpose of this (request for 
decision) is to do camera work on 
these roads,” Skotheim said. 

In an interview following the 
meeting, Skotheim said the town 
has secured grant funding for 
the roadwork and infrastructure 
improvements, but that if sales 


from Shantz came about, that 
would help the town’s financial 
position even further. 

“The plan at this point is that 
in 2017 (construction will go 
ahead) ... if we sell lots in Shantz 
Crossing, we might be able to 
accelerate that program to 2016,” 
he said, noting that if no sales of 
lots materialize, construction will 
go ahead in 2017 and 2018. 

In response to a question from 
Norm Quantz at the conclusion 
of the meeting, Skotheim said 
businesses would be given ample 
notice when construction dates 
would be so that they could be 
aware of when the work is taking 
place. 

While spending $2 million per 
construction season for two 
consecutive years is a lot of 
money, Skotheim said during an 
interview after the meeting that 
by doing that, the town can get 
a lot more accomplished in one 
season than several small-scale 
projects drawn out over several 
years. 

“It’s really good to lump large 
projects together. You get more 
bang for your tax dollar and you 
get more companies bidding on 
it,” he said.

Anyone who lives off of a high¬ 
way or range road access, for example, need know 
some precise information about the property they live 
on. For owners who actually know that information, 
that’s great. For renters, it’s another story. 

If you don't know your quarter, section, township, 
range and meridian, you might find yourself stumped 
trying to register to vote online. 

Even owners sometimes don’t know this information 
off-hand, nevermind renters. Directions are rarely given 
by address for rural properties but by landmarks. 

“Head east about nine miles past the town’s welcome 
sign and when you see a red bam with a bunch of trees 
next to it, head north a few miles until you spot a white 
fence with horses in a pasture.” 

Sadly, that won’t quite cut it for the new rules. 

And proceeding with the registration process without 
knowing for sure the information entered is precise is 
not a good idea considering a user must acknowledge 
before even beginning that details submitted are sworn 
to be accurate. 

This is an insult to the democratic process. All a per¬ 
son should need to be able to vote in a federal election 



is proof of citizenship, such as a passport or pretty well 
any form of government issued ID. Breaking down the 
address specifically serves merely to split hairs and 
discourage people who might find the whole process 
daunting. 

Besides, the whole premise for the new rules is rather 
unfounded to begin with. Serious instances of voters 
committing fraud in Canada are nearly unheard of. Too 
bad the same can’t be said of the Conservatives. 

If it weren’t so appalling, it would almost be funny 
for the party found to have committed electoral fraud 
in the robocall scandal to pass such dubious new rules 
under the guise of preventing fraud in the first place. 
Regardless of the defence that a judge determined 
the Conservative party’s attempts to misdirect voters 
would not have affected the 2011 election, the simple 
fact remains they purposely misled voters. That doesn't 
speak particularly highly about what the party thinks 
about democracy and the electorate. 

And now they’re telling us they want to protect the 
integrity of our democracy and ensure there’s no fraud?
